rT UPAC immediately fent off ‘ifluckes to all the Ca- 

ciques of the neighbouring provinces, to inform them of 
what had paffed ; to point out to them the. grounds he had to 
hope, that he fhould be able to thake off the Spanith yoke, if 
they would follow his example, and fecond his efforts ; and 
Igttly, to entreat that they would fpeedily fend him fuccours, 
to enable him to withftand the attacks, which he knew the 
Spaniards would: not fail so make upon his fmall force. . What, 
was the effe& produced generally by his letters, among the Ca- 
ciques, is not well known in Europe ; all that we could leare 
with certainty upon that head was, that a kinfman of Tupac, 
who was the bearer of the difpatches, was arrefted in the pro- 
vince of Afangaro, which borders on that of Tinta: The Ca- 
cique of Afangaro was not to be fhaken in his fidelity to the 
Spaniards, and therefore he caufed the Envoy to be taken up, 
and fent him, together with. the difpatches he had brought 
from Tupac, to the Corregidor of the province. “Ie feems 





‘that Tupac, in order to encourage the Caciques tomake a bold 


effort to recover the independence of their country, boafted, in 
his difpatches, that he was at the head of an army of 25,000 
men, well difcipliped, and well provided with arms, and all 
kind of military om, 

The kinfman of Tupac was tried, and condemned to the 
fame fate that the rebel Prince had made the poor Corregidor 
Ariaga fuffer at Tinta, and the fentence was carried into exe- 
cution without delay. The news of this tranfaction filled Tu- 
pac with rage and indignation ; he inftantly gave orders for af- 
fembling his army, and poured like a torrent iato the province 
of Afangaro ; devaftation marked his foorfteps ; the country 
was pillaged, and the-hoafes burnt s but he. was_ particularly 
careful to demolifh the fine:houfe of the Corregidor, who had 
condemned his kinfman to death. ,. The Corregidor himfelf 
had, however, been fortuaate enough to ;ethough, to do. 
Tupac juftice, he had taken very wifé precautions to make him- 
felf mafter of his perfon ; fwearing, at the fame time, that if 
ever he fhould fall into his hands, he fhould be banged like his 
brother Corregidor of Tinta ;. thus refulving, as he faid, to ap- 
peafe the manes of his relation, by caufing a Corregidor to be 
hung on each fide of him, juft as Chrift had hang between 
two thicves. 

The Corregidors of Cufco, Gamba, and Monte-Video, and 
fome other provinces, and all the Caciques who remained faith- 
ful to Government, made on their fide every effort to enable 
the Government to reduce fo formidable an enemy. They 
muttered an army of 28,000 men, including two companies of 
the regiment of Savoy, and a picquet of dragoons, fent by the 
Viceroy of Lima. Even the Bifhop of Cufco, who had ex- 
communicated the unfortunate Corregidor of ‘Tinta, for impri- 
foning the Prieft, made all the clergy, regular and fecular, of 
his diocefe, take up arms ; and Don Jolin Emanuel Campero, 
who happened at the time to be at Lima: undertook to. difci- 
pline them. ‘The Friars made a moft grovefque figure under 
arms. ‘The Capuchins were appointed'to ferve as grenadiers ; 
probably becaufe they could make frightful whiikers of their 
beards, and becaufe, by pulling their capuchins over their 
heads, the long peak {ticking up behind, might: have fuggelted 
the idea of a ludicrous apology for a grenadier’s cap. 

The Spaniards pretend that, with this militia, half holy, 
half profane, they have been able to difperfe the. troops under 
Tupac, to get into their hands his principal relations, and to 
force him to retire, with his adherents, to the independent In- 
dians of the mountains. But the public will be able to judgé of 
the probability of this defeat of Tupac, when it. is confidered 
that he had an army nearly equal to that of the Spaniards ; 
that the little oppofition they had met in the province of Afan- 
garo, had convinced them that they were formidable 3 and, to 
fay all in a word, that they were fighting fordiberty : And it 
fhould be remembered alfo, that in-his army Tapac had a cogps- 
of 200 militia, who were not Indians. , . 

Tupac is now in the thirty-eighth year of his age, is a bold 
entesprifing man, with a foend underftanding, and natural ta- 


lencs,-ahich have béén improved by an carly education

gaintt him by the Corregidor of CyfEo, Exclafive of the great

Conftantinople, Aug. 11. "The Potte hath at length given 
ahi anfwer tv the repre made by the Baron de Hers 
bert, Internuncio from the Court of Vienna, relative to the 
capture made by the Algerines of five merchantmen, carrying 
the Imperial flag. ‘This Miniter, not ¢ontent with having 
made reprefentations in writing, requefied afverwatds a confe- 
rence on the fame fubject with the Reis Effendi; this inter? 
view being setenedliaedly granted him, he renew.d viva voces 
his inftances, that the Porte would procure for his Impzrial 
Majefty’s fubjeéts the indemnification théy required: He re? 
monitrated, * that fince the Imperial merchaii:s had landed 
their merchandizes on boatd thdfe Thips, on the faith of the 
Firmans of the Grand ‘Signior, the dignity of the Ottonian 
Court required that it fhould oblige the Algerines; who are 
fubjects of the Porte, to réftore the thips with their whole car- 
goes.” We are informed that the Reis Effendi replied; 
“ That the Porte was fincerely difpofed 46 etigley Gen 
means in its power so induce the Regency of Algiers to 4 
compliance ; but at the fame time it could not be expected 
wards the Algerines, as the times are too much altered to ob- 
tain the defired effe& by thofe means,”’ The refult of the con: 
ference was, it was agreed to difpatch from hence a Capipi Pa- 
cha, or Chamberlain of his Highnefs, on board a catavelle, to 
Algiers, to reclaim the five Imperial thips, with their cargoes, 
in the name of the Grand Signior. The

Lifbon, Aug. 28. The fate of the Marquis de Pombal

Madrid, Sept. 13. A fecond officer, difpatched by the 
Duc de Crillon, to give an account to the King of the fitua- 
tion of his army, is arrived, and prefies for the embarkation 
the reinforcements defigned for him, and efpecially for fome 
heavy artillery, which is now neceflary, as’ there is & profpect 
of ealily reducing Fort St Philip. T'he flight contufion which 
the General received, cannot be attended with any bad confe- 
quences ; it has not prevented his going out daily, to make the 
neceffary difpofitions for the more clofely blockading the ene- 
my’s forts. The commandant of the marine has deprived Ge- 
neral Murray of all hope of receiving any faccours by fea, as 
his fhips and floops of war block up the port arid all the adja- 
cent crecks; the failors, emboldened by their firft fuccefs, havd 
re-entered the port, got under the glacis of the place, and car- 
ried off three more large (hips, which they could not take a- 
way-the ficit time, when they boarded the three frigates o 
war. : 

This letter makes no mention of the defertion of the 400 
Hanoverians ; therefore that news may be nothing but a falfe 
report. The Baron de Bretéuil, who was detained here long-

Several inhabitants of the parith of Weftham having fmall gardens ve 
joining to their houfes in the faid pari, frequently apply to James - A 
nan, who is a public gardener and nurferyman in the faid parifh, to fen 
a man to drefs and. keep their gardens in order, which fervant is fent 
for once or twice a-week or fortnight, as occafion requires, and they pay 
to James Buthnan, the mafter gardener, two thillings and fixpence a-day 
for the labour of fuch fervant ; but if Bilbnan himéfelf is employed, as 
fometimes he is, he charges three thillings a-day ; and the wages for his 
fervant per day varies from two thillings, if the party employing him 
finds him in meat and drink; or otherwife two thillings and fixpence. 
"They pay the faid Buthnan for flower-roots, gravel, &e. in diftthét pay- 
ments. It is admitted that James Bufnnan pays his fervants twelve {i.il- 
lings per w@ek. . 

Neverthelefs, the Surveyor for the divifion has lately furcharged all 
the inhabitants with the payment of twenty-one fhillings per annum 
cach, to which furcharge they have appealed to us the Commiffioners ; 
and the faid Commiffioners thought thofe inhabitants were within the 
meaning of the firft claufe in the A& of Parliament, for they employ a 
man in the capacity of a gardener, not being a day-labourer, and there- 
fore confirmed the farcharge, |But the faid inbabitants being ditlatisfied 
with our determination, have requefted us, the faid Commiffioners, to
